Borrowing a famous expression of s generation 
ago, American* now are in the midst of “returning 
to normalcy” after World War II. 
But instead of think ing about normalcy as 
condition to be desired, they are think ing about it 
as a condition to be dreaded. That is perhaps, the 
true measure of modern-day economic confusion 
that millions of people who were only recently 
complaining about inflation now should be afraid 
of what was bound to happen when Inflation be 
gan to subside. 
Within the space of a few months, they have 
lost sight of what then was being presented as 
the dreadful prospect that inflation might not sub­ 
side. 
In that event, the purchasing power of 
money would have declined even further. 
Sav­ 
ings would have been wiped out. 
Values would 
have been wiped out. There would have been a 
continuation of the crazy scramble to k eep abreast 
of rising prices by claiming ever-larger amounts 
of depreciated money in the form of wages and 
income. There was no hope in that direction.

service 
at 
least 
to

proposition 
that 
inflation 
had 
to 
be 
check ed. 
But 
scarcely 
anybody 
pointed 
to 
the certainty 
that if inflation 
were 
check 
with a new k ind of reality. The fact ia that to deal

the abnormal demands on which it was feeding, 
the alternative would be some degree or another 
of deflation. Least of aU was the federal govern­ 
ment willing to cope with this certainty. 
Even 
now, with deflation uppermost in the minds of the 
public, the federal government is acting as though 
it were determined to stabilize its vast axpendi- 
tures on an inflation level which bears no relation 
ship to reality. 
The fact is that deflation was inevitable and 
imperative. The fact is that when it took place 
the United States and all countries in the Amer­ 
ican economic orbit were going to have to deal 
with a new k ind of reality the fact is that to deal 
with the new reality as if it ware disastrous, in 
stead of inevitable, Is as immature as it would be, 
for instance, to deal with winter as a disaster be 
cause it no longer was summer. 
Certainly it ia 
not an occasion for panic, not even for excitement.

The war boom and the postwar boom which 
foUowed it could not go on forever. They were 
no more normal than the gnawing doubts of de­ 
pression which lately have been undermining the 
poise of politicians, economists, businessmen and 
wage earners. 


S*cr« Ury Of Welfare 
Creation of a new cabinet post of United States 
Secretary of Welfare, aa recommended by the 
Hoover commission on executive organization and 
by President Truman in hia first proposals for 
carrying out the commission’s ideas, would come 
at a significant time. 
The issue of the welfare 
‘ state vs. decentralized responsibility is coming to 
a climax. 
The Hoover commission concluded that wel­ 
fare activities should be grouped in a full-fledged 
federal departm ent headed by an official of cab­ 
inet rank . But it was concerned only with activ­ 
ities already established. 
Besides such unattached agencies as the Social 
Security administration and others already in ex­ 
istence which might be grouped more logically in 
a single department, a department of welfare 
would be the logical spearhead of the k ind of a 
welfare state sought by the Socialists in Washing 
ton. It could become the biggest agency in a big 
government. 
Its secretary could become a more 
powerful figure than any other member of the 
cabinet, perhaps more powerful than the chief 
executive, as has happened in European govern 
m enu 
He would have, in fact, only one rival 
the 
Secretary of Defense. 
The secretaries of Com­ 
merce, Labor, Agriculture, Interior, Poetoffice, 
Treasury, and State, together with the Attorney 
G eneral would be in imminent danger of getting 
steamrollered into public oblivion—a fate that al­ 
ready has overtak en most of them.

NOTHING better illustrates the 
great debt we owe to the germ* 
k illing drugs, such as penicillin, 
than to contrast today’s treat­ 
ment of osteomyelitis with that 
of 10 years ago. 
Osteomyelitis is an infection 
of the bone. In the days before 
penicillin and streptomycin there 
wax almost nothing which would 
control it. In many cases, not even 
surgical removal of infected tis­ 
sue proved effective. Patients, 
frequently 
children, 
might be 
confined to bed for years with 
great, draining 
abscesses and, 
when healing did occur, so much 
bone had usually been destroyed 
as to leave them crippled. 
Today such patients can be re­ 
turned to healthy, useful lives in 
less than three months by a treat­ 
ment which combines penicillin, 
streptomycin, and operation. 
The method suggested by Dr 
John G. Wilson is to put the 
patient at rest while mak ing a 
culture from the affected bone 
area. The culture is then tested tc 
see if the germs are sensitive to 
streptomycin or penicillin. 
Iron Preparations 
The patient is given plenty of 
food, iron preparations if need­ 
ed. vitamins, and injections of 
whole blood into a vein. When 
the germs causing the infection 
are found to be sensitive to strep­ 
tomycin, this preparation is giv­ 
en by injection into a muscle 
every four hours for 24 hours. If

At the end of the 24-hour pe­ 
riod, an operation is performed 
and ail the dead bone and tissue 
which hgs been injured by the 
infection is removed. The wound 
is washed out with a salt solu­ 
tion and a m ixture of penicillin 
and salt solution is poured into 
the wound. Then a m ixture of 
streptomycin and dried blood 
plasma is dusted over the sur­ 
face. Finally, a pressure dressing 
is put on. Two week s later the 
wound is dressed; then once a 
week thereafter. 
Week ly Intervals 
Cultures are made at week ly 
intervals to determine whether 
or not the infection has cleared 
up. The patient is k ept at rest in 
bed until all reaction from the 
operation has disappeared. The 
use of penicillin and strepto­ 
mycin directly on the wound is 
continued until there is healing. 
These are given by injection for 
nine days after operation but, in 
such cases, streptomycin must 
be carefully employed to mak e 
sure that damage to the hearing 
nerve does not develop. 
As a rule, osteomyelitis is not 
difficult to diagnose. Pain and 
swelling in the affected area are 
chief outward symptoms, and X- 
ray may be used to determine the 


extent of the inward damage, es­ 
pecially in the later course of the 
disease.

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Fishing Prospects Better 
N e x t W e e k , But It W o n 't 


Equal T w o M e n A t Seneca 


COLUMBUS, June 25 — (UP)— 
Creel census takers in Ohio’s de­ 
partment of conserv ation and na­ 
tural resources said today that 
fishing prospects in 
the 
state 
looked better for nex t week, but 
even the most optimistic didn’t 
ex pect a repeat performance of 
two fishermen at Seneca lake. 
The unnamed fishermen spent 
sev en and a half ho urs each at 
Seneca lake and caught a to tal 
o f 250 fish. 
Hie unusual feat 
came after three day s o f high 
winds. 
“When the wind subsided,” the 
creel census taker said, ‘‘fisher­ 
men really caught fish.” 
Seneca produced more fish per 
hour than any other lake in Ohio 
the past week. Fishermen av er­ 
aged 1.47 fish an hour. 
Heat and rain helped 
keep 
them from biting last week, but 
scrappy members of the sunfish 
family —with crappies and blue- 
gills taking the spotlight ag ain- 
kept the fishing doldrums at 
a minimum. 
The catch at Seneca lake was 
31.1 percent bluegills, 72.8 crap­ 
pies, while the wily bass made up 
only .2 of one percent of the 
total Creel census takers there 
said prospects were good for even 
higher catches nex t week. 
Lake Alma and Indian lake ran 
Seneca a close second. 
Fishermen av eraged 1.S2 fish 
per hour at Alma with bluegills 
making up 61 percent of the take. 
Channel cats also were taking 
worms with good results. 
The 
spotted, be-whiskered scrappers 
made up the bulk of the remain­ 
ing catch. Bass constituted three 
percent of the total. 
Indian lake anglers snagged an 
average of 1.14 fish an hour. Bass 
averaged a little better than 
three percent of the catch with 
the bulk made up of bluegills, 
crappies and channel cats in that 
order. Four day s of rain didn’t 
help matters any at Indian. 
While some lakes were produc­ 
ing fairly good results, Shade 
riv er fishermen 
were 
mostly 
coming home empty handed. The 
catch in the 
Shade 
av eraged 
•lightly more than one-tenth of 
a f i s h per hour. 
However, 
twelve 
and 
a 
half 
percent 
of the catch were bass 
which 


helped make up in some degree 
the otherwise poor fishing.

strik e until sometime next month. 
They theorize Lewis will -chut 
down the U. S. Steel pits and 
mines of the southern producers 
then work mightily to get an 
acceptable contract from “Big 
Steel” with the hope the rest of

leader.” 
Sources close to the industry j 
say if Lewis calls a “stagger” 
strik e he might forestall any gov- j 
eminent effort to obtain a Taft- j 
Hartley act anti-strik e injunction. 
They declare a “stagger” walk out 
with only one or two segment» j 
of the industry idle—could mak e 
it difficult to prove the stoppage;
